Southampton, bound to Colon via other ports in the Caribbean Sea, 
with 161 crew and 176 passengers, and gave certificates of vaccination 
to 5 deck passengers of the steamship Atrato taken on at Barbados for 
Colon. 

On September 29 I fumigated all the compartments, including the 
holds of the Belgian steamship Oarnova from Santos, Rio de Janeiro, 
and Bahia, bound to New Orleans with a cargo of coffee; 42 crew, all 
well; no passengers. 

The health of Barbados remains good; no quarantinable diseases 
have been reported. 

During the month of September the thermometer registered 88° F., 
its maximum, on the 2d, and 72° F., its minimum, on the 13th. The 
mean temperature for the month was 80° F. There was 5.97 inches 
of rainfall during the month.

Estimated population, 
12,650. No deaths and no contagious diseases reported. 

Cuba — JIabana. — Month of June, 1904. Estimated population, 
275,000. Total number of deaths, 545, including diphtheria 1, enteric 
fever 7, measles 4, scarlet fever 2, smallpox 1, and 85 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended September 24, 
1904, correspond to an annual rate of 16 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,271,287. 

Bradford. — Two weeks ended September 24, 1904. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 285,089. Total number of deaths 191, including diphtheria 3, 
enteric fever 1, measles 1, whooping cough 5, and 13 from phthisis 
pulmonalis. 

London. — One thousand two hundred and twenty-three deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 6, scarlet fever 2, diph- 
theria 19, whooping cough 5, enteric fever 13, and 108 from diarrhea. 
The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 13.7 per 
1,000. In Greater London 1,759 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring" the deaths included 7 from diphtheria, 1 from scarlet 
fever j and 2 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.^-The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended September 24, 1904, in the 21 prin-

cipal town districts of Ireland was 20.6 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,093,289. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Lisburn, viz, 4.5, and the highest in Galway, viz, 35 per 1,000. 
In Dublin and suburbs 194 deaths were registered, including enteric 
fever 1, whooping cough 4, and 40 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended September 24, 1904, correspond to an annual rate of 16 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,726,236. The 
lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Greenock, viz, 11.2, and the 
highest in Perth, viz, 26.2 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 529, including diphtheria 1, 
measles 3, scarlet fever 3, and 17 from whooping cough. 

France — Marseille. — Month of September, 1904. Estimated popu- 
lation, 491,161. Total number of deaths, 652, including diphtheria 

5, enteric fever 22, whooping cough 1, and 79 from tuberculosis. 
Hawaii — Honolulu. — Month of September, 1904. Estimated popu- 
lation, 39,306. Total number of deaths, 82, including enteric fever 

6, and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Philippine Islands — Manila. — Month of May, 1904. Estimated 
population, 219,941. Total number of deaths, 766, including enteric 
fever 8, smallpox 6, plague 16, and 116 from tuberculosis.
